HEULINGS OUT AND IN 



Narberth \s baseball club de- 
cided to withdraw from the Main 
Line League this season at a 
meeting held last Monday night. On 
the same evening the league an- 
nounced its semi-official lineup at 
a meeting in the Counties Motor 
Company offices, Ardmore — and 
Narberth's name was among the 
missing. 

Aware of Narberth's intention 
the Main Line League tentatively 
decided at its meeting the same 
night to admit in its place the 
Oakmont team, which last year 
was a member of the Delaware 
County League. Unless other 
changes are made this year's 
members will be Gladwyne, Pa- 
oli, Berwyn, Wayne, Garrett 
Hill and Oakmont. 

Charles Barker's Gladwyne 
team has also been considered as 
an applicant for membership in 
the league, but illness of its or- 
ganizer, who is in the Bryn Mawr 
Hospital, has prevented further 
consideration of its plans. 

To Gladwyne goes the credit 
for organizing the first junior ball 
team of the new Alain Line 
League. With Walter Lownes, 
Jr., as coach and adviser, it will 
enter the field against nines com- 
posed of proteges of other league 
teams who are too young to play 
in regular games. 

It is proposed that each club 
foster a junior team, providing 
coaching, furnishing umpires and 
helping in general to develop new 
baseball talent. The schedule of 
the junior league would provide 
for a home and away game be- 
tween the clubs, with the juniors 
playing at home while the senior 
team is playing away and vice 
versa. 

Winners of Main Line contests 
may be entered in the nation-wide 
competition sponsored by the 
American and National Leagues, 
who have raised a 550,000 fund 
to defray transportation expenses 
for teams consisting of boys be- 
tween 14 and 17 years of age to 
compete in sectional and nation- 
al games.

Adoption of a township ordi- ! 
nance requiring the tuberculin 
testing of all milk consumed in 
Lower Merion was advocated by 
Dr. George W. Grim, Milk Con- 
trol Officer, at the April meeting 
of the Health Board held in the 
township building at Ardmore j 
Tuesday night. j 

"At present 80 per cent, of the j 
milk sold here is already given the ' 
tuberculin test voluntarily by \ 
dairies," Dr. Grim stated, "but we 
need an ordinance to require a 
test for the rest of the milk." The 
matter was referred to the board's 
legal committee for consideration. 
'Samuel M. Heulings, deputy 
milk control officer for Lower 
Merion, handed in his resignation, 
stating that the action was taken 
because other activities - prevent 
his giving full time to township 
work. He had been elected again 
this year by the board to serve 
until 1929, and has been active in 
health board work for years. 

In order to retain his services 
the position was changed from an 
elective one to an appointive one, 
and Mr. Heulings was appointed 
consultant to Milk Control Officer 
George Webster Grim by Dr. 
Bertrand Kingsbury Wilbur, who 
presided. The change will enable 
the board to make use of Mr. 
Heulings' services without too 
great a tax on his time.

AZALEAS FOR EASTER— Many 
]\]ain Line gardeners who visited the 
Philadelphia Flower Festival in March 
saw and admired the beautiful exhibit 
of azaleas and hybrid rhododendrons. 
Among the more beautiful of the aza- 
leas were the Kurume or Japanese 
azaleas, which are not only beautiful 
in colors of white, pale pink, deep 
pink, salmon pink, orange, bright red 
and even lavender, hut are hardy and 
can be planted out in the garden after 
flowering indoors. 

Others in the same class arc the 
popular varieties — Hinodcgirl and Hi- 
nomayo, the first a bright rosy-crim- 
son and the latter a clear pink. Also 
in the same group can be included the 
variety amoena which bears quantities 
of bloom of a rosy purple, or rosy 
magenta color— a color that clashes 
with everything but itself. 

Florists have these plants forced to 
bloom at Easter time and they make 
the most acceptable and most practical 
gift because the bloom will last for at 
least 10 days and then the plant can be 
removed from the pot and placed out- 
doors to bloom next year and forever 
after if placed in soil that has been 
made acid by a generous application of 
leaf soil, peat moss or humus — and, 
of course, in a half-shaded location. 
Among rhododendrons or laurels the 
azaleas are at home as are all azaleas, 
which by the way are of the same 
plant family as the rhododendrons. 

Azalea Indica is quite a gorgeous 
fellow and is offered at Easter time, 
but this variety is not hardy and if 
planted outdoors during the summer 
must be brought indoors before frost 
and kept in the greenhouse or warm 
sun room. 

If your beds and borders are all 
cleaned up and bone meal worked into 
the upper four inches of soil you can 
sow seed of alyssum for that white 
border. Seeds of ageratum for a blue 
border can be sown indoors to be set 
nut later, the ageratum does not mind 
being moved while the alyssum rather 
obiects. Time to sow cosmos seed 
indoors in pots to be planted out after j 
April 25. '■ 

Leave the covering on the roses until ! 
after April 20. They are starting to | 
bud, but must be held back until dan 
ger of frost is over.
